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Selectmen’s Report 


The following is a report of the Activities of your Town Office: 


During the year of 1977. we retried the Vermont Marble Company case in Rut- 
land Superior Court. Many proposals and counter-proposals have been made by both 
parties. Foremost in our minds is to settle all cases so that the Town does not have 
to repay any taxes already collected, along with creating some good will between the 
Company and the Town. 


In August we employed a new Wastewater Treatment Plant Operator with a 
Grade IV license. He has launched on an excellent preventive maintainance pro- 
gram. At the present time instructing one afternoon per week a course sponsored by 
the Vermont Agency of Labor and Industry in Treatment Plant Operation. This 
course is attended by representatives from many Communities in our area along with 
persons from Eastern Vermont. He has been utilizing the Sludge Applicator Vehicle 
on farmland in our Community along with providing this service to two other Com- 
munities is provided at an hourly rate taking into consideration labor and operating 
costs. 


We have been awarded a Community Development Grant of $230,000.00 to de- 
velop a housing Project for the Elderly in the Depot Street area. A list of objections 
to this Project was submitted by concerned Citizens. Only two objections were up- 
held by the Federal Authorities. We are now in the process of rectifying the objec- 
tions. A petition was received asking for a vote on this Project. The ballot was 
prepared with four articles to include the requests of the petitioners. At the time of 
the ballot printing we had written to change the Project to Elderly Housing. Legal 
opinion recommended that the Petition wording be included on the ballots. 


The Sewer Extension final audit has been held to close out this Project. It is 
estimated at this time that the sum to be reimbursed to the Town will be $78,000.00. 


We have contracted with Edward Fabian to fill and grade an area of Town-owned 
land in the swamp area. This hopefully will be a start towards developing this 24 
acres. Monies used for this project is from the sale of property to Empire Gas and 
amount received from the sale of the crane at the Green Mountain Quarry site. We 
have received a complaint from the District Environmental Commissioner concern- 
ing this project, and work has been forced to cease. 


We have been working with the U.S. Department of Soil Conservation on the 
Upper Castleton River Watershed Project. We have had to explore ways of redesign- 
ing the channel, abandoning portions to satisfy wildlife activity and abandoning the 
Project altogether due to the reluctance of property owners to cooperate with the 
Project. Meetings have been held to solve these problems, we have met with the 
Secretary of the Agency of Environmental Conservation trying to gain assistance on 
only a State level to at least get some benefit for the landowners in the Town of West 
Rutland. Federal financial assistance can only be included if the whole Project is 
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not be completed. 


Our aim is to acquire new commercial, industrial and other development in the 
Community to broaden the present tax rate to provide relief to the home owner. Also 
to diversify development so that the loss of one industry does not again cripple our 
Community.

School Health Department Report 

1977 

330 children received dental inspections and dental education, consisting of fea- 
tures on nutrition, dental brushings and movies by State Dental Hvgenist and School 
Nurse. 

175 children are financially assisted in full or part by the Tooth Fairy Program 
and Denticaid. Weekly fluoride rinses are conducted in both elementary schools. 

Mrs. Joan Wiskoski, R.D.H.. served 265 children in our School Dental Clinic, 
with examinations, cleaning and fluoride treatments. We thank her very much for 
her kind assistance. 

89 children received immunizations against measles, polio, diptheria and pertus- 
sis. 25 children received preventive health exams and assessments by Dr. James 
Thomas. School Physician, assisted by School Nurse. 

147 students benefited by Sports Physicals and screening done free of charge. 
Dr. James Thomas completed physicals for the Soccer, Field Hockey and Track Teams 
on August 19th and 22nd and September 7th. assisted by School Nurse. Screening 
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for 7th and 8th grade girls and 5th and 6th grade boys were done in November and 
December by School Nurse. 

Visual and hearing examinations were completed on 585 students, both Schools. 
Visual referrals: 21 visual activity problems; lazy eye-3; perceptual problems- 2. Nine 
students received financial assistance for eye examinations and lenses from Lions 
Club in Rutland. 

Hearing referrals 10 children to V.A.C. and Vermont Stale Health Clinics. 7 to 
private Physicians. 

Scoliosis Screenings done on all students; 10 students referred to Vermont State 
Handicapped Children’s Clinics. 


Other services rendered: 

Neurological screenings — 3 referred. 

Throat culture program — 200 cultures sent to State Lab — 32 students treated 
for positive Streptococcus infections. 

Flu Surveillance Program in conjunction with State Health Department— 13 
throat washings and blood cultures sent to State Health Lab, Hong Kong Flu identi- 
fied in February. 

Pediculosis Screenings from grades K to 12 Public School — 8 students treated 
for head lice. 

First Aid for accidents and illness rendered when necessary. 


Other activities within Department: 

Nurse’s Aid Program for High School students for credit in Health Careers. 

A Program in conjunction with Nursing Department at C.S.C. — this Program en- 
ables a Senior Nursing Student to observe a School Health Service for a week, giving 
her clinical experience. 

The Department is a referral center for Students, Senior Citizens and Poor to 
various Social Agencies. 

Health teaching to girls in Grades 5, 6 and 7. 

Academic courses, other than those taken for General College credit include: 
Human Genetics, Workshops on Drug Abuse, Addiction and Rehabilitation, Teenage 
Pregnancy and Adolescent Psychology. A Nursing Research Paper was submitted on 
the Legal Aspects of Nursing. 

Again, may I personally thank Dr. James Thomas. Dr. Edward Reiman, Volun- 
teer Mothers, our Faculty, Staff, Students and all Parents for their help and cooper- 
ation — for it is only in working together that we can accomplish our goals.

The Rutland Opportunity Council serves as a community based agency designed 
to implement programs and projects that directly assist low-income and elderly per- 
sons with problems of self-sufficiency. We also function as an out-reach and service 
agency responding to crisis needs; i.e., Emergency Fuel Assistance, Transportation 
for medical appointments. Winterization and Home Repair. 

During 1977 ROC provided 518 direct services for West Rutland area residents. 
These services include the following: assistance with government forms, social ser- 
vice information, counselling, and transportation. We also coordinated with local 
groups for Thanksgiving and Christmas baskets. 

Programs include: Summer Youth Camp, Meat Co-op, Food Shelf, and Energy 
Program. ROC's Energy program provided 63 families with fuel loans — 8,764.53; 
Crisis Intervention 54 families— 9.853.92; Winterized 28 homes — 9,734.26, and sup- 
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S29.852.7 1 spent for Energy in this area. 


ROC appreciates the support which the Town has provided in the past (S1400.) 
and we hope we will be able to count on this support for the coming year. We invite 
suggestions from West Rutland citizens, especially concerning the needs of elderly 
and low-income. Marge Wells, our worker in the area is always interested to hear 
about family or community needs where we might be able to help.

Vermont Department of Health Annual Report 

It is the goal of the Health Department to protect and improve the health of all 
Vermonters by providing services to the residents of each town without charge. Dur- 
ing the past year we have provided the following services to the people of West Rut- 
land. 

330 elementary school children were examined by a dental hygienist and received 
personal oral hygiene instruction twice during the school year. 

Your elementary school participated in the weekly fluoride rinse program. 

Treatment for 175 children was approved and paid for in total or in part by the 
Tooth Fairy and Denticaid Programs. 

Public Health Nurses made 77 individual public health visits to 25 persons. 

16 persons received instruction in childbirth and parenting in group classes. 

25 children received preventive health examinations and counselling at Well 
Child Conferences. 
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89 immunizations were given in Health Department clinics. 

In a special program, 637 persons were immunized against swine flu. 

Through the Handicapped Children’s Program, diagnosis and treatment services 
for orthopedic, hearing, cardiac, and other conditions were provided to 25 children 
in an effort to reduce their handicaps. 

Through the Child Development Clinic 4 children received diagnostic and inten- 
sive followup services for suspected physical and/or mental retardation. 

33 persons received chest X-rays for early detection of lung disease from the 
Barre, Rutland or other Health Department chest clinics. 

The following services were provided by the Health Department Laboratory in 
Burlington: 

42 blood tests to identify women needing immunization against german measles 
(rubella) to prevent birth defects; 

90 other diagnostic blood tests; 

213 bacteriological and viral cultures: 

177 tests of individual and municipal water systems to monitor drinking water 
quality. 

Through the Emergency Medical Services Program, the Health Department pro- 
vided funds to help with the purchase of equipment for the Aldous Ambulance Ser- 
vice. 


139 people received nutritional education and food supplements through the Spe- 
cial Supplemental Food Program for Women. Infants and Children (W1C). 

19 women were examined for cervical and breast cancer. 

Statewide, 400 emergency medical technicians were trained; 142,600 doses of 
vaccine were distributed to private physicians; 20 hospitals and 48 nursing homes were 
inspected and licensed; 3475 blood and breath samples were tested for alcohol content; 
1951 restaurants were inspected; 2144 venereal disease treatments were paid for and 
778 contacts were traced: material to test 38,825 persons for tuberculosis was distri- 
buted to private physicians, public clinics, and schools; 150 industrial inspections 
affecting 13,174 workers were done; and 55 x-ray machines were inspected. 

Technical assistance was provided through the office of Local Health Services to 
your Town Health Officer Lorraine Davis. 

Your Town Clerk V. A. Sevigny received support and instruction in the handling 
of vital records from the Division of Public Health Statistics. 

Although no residents participated. Health Department services are also available 
to West Rutland in the following program:
